WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (AP).— 
The administration recommended 
$10,500,000,000 in additional taxes 
to Congress today and designated 
the individual income taxpayer to 
supply $6,500,000,000 of that amount 
annually. 

In a program designated to push 
yearly Federal revenues nearly to 
50 billion dollars, Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau asked also 
for big increases in corporation, 
estate, gift and excise taxes, 

Morgenthau also left with Con- 
gress a suggestion for broadening 
the social security program that 
might mean $5,300,000,000 more in 
employer and employe -taxes—but 
he emphasized that if such payroll 
taxes were increased, his recom- 
mended income tax rates should be 
lowered. 

For the individual, Morgenthau's 
$10,500,000,000 tax program meant: 

1. Repeal of the 5 per cent vic- 
tory tax, which would eliminate 
about nine million persons from 
income tax payments; repeal the 
10 per cent earned income credit. 

2. Reduce exemptions for mar- 
ried persons and heads of fami- 
lies from $1200 to $1100; lower 
the dependents’ credit from $350 
to $300; leave the single person 
exemption at $500. 

3. Leave the normal income 
tax rate at 6 per cent but in- 
crease surtaxes throughout the 
scale, beginning with a jump 
from 13 to 21 per cent on the 
first taxable dollar and reach- 
ing 90 per cent on amounts ex- 
ceeding $100,000, as compared 
with the 79 per cent now ap- 
plicable at that level. 

4. Extend applications of the 
withholding tax, now at 20 per 
cent of the taxable part of 
wages and salaries, on a graduat- 
ed scale so as to collect substan~ 
tially the full liability in the 
higher salary and wage brackets. 

5. A postwar credit to apply 
primarily at the lower levels of 
income, One suggestion is to re- 
fund $2,270,000,000; another to re-

CAIRO, Oct. 4 (AP).—The Ger- 
mans landed in strength on the 


‘island of Cos (or Coo) in the Ital- 


ian Dodecanese and secured sev- 
eral important points in fighting 
with the British garrison, the 
Middle East command announced 
today.

Similar bombings were carried out 
last night against Heraklion air 
field in Crete, another air-support 
base for the enemy's operations.

— British 
Eighth Army forces, with the sup-

Termoli is 50 miles north of 
Foggia, the air-base city, and ap- 
proximately 17 miles north of Gen.

That in itself assured the 
Allies complete control of the 
Huon Gulf, on which Lae and Sal- 
amaua are situated and across 
which lies the strongly held Japa- 
nese base of New Britain. 
Final Bayonet Charge. 

An Associated Press front cor- 
respondent, Wililam F.. Boni, said 
final assault at Finschhafen took 
place Friday morning when the 
Australians made a bayonet 
charge on Japanese positions at 
Kakakog village, in which the en- 
emy left 100 counted dead. The 
Japanese fell back from other po- 
sitions under pressure from Aus- 
tralians moving in from the west 
and north. 

Finschhafen was garrisoned by 
‘Japanese Marines, regarded as the 
best of the enemy’s fighters. They 
were wiped out only after a bitter 
struggle. For the few Japanese 
Stragglers remaining in the area 
there is little chance of escape 
since they are virtually cut off 
from all directions. 

MacArthur’s Comment, 

Following is Gen. MacArthur's 
review of the Finschhafen cam- 
paign: 

“Capture of Finschhafen insures 
our complete conttrol of Huon 
Gulf. 

“The simultaneous air and 
ground movement of 200 miles 
from Port Moresby through the 
center of inland New Guinea gives 
us control of the entire Huon 
Peninsula. 

“It has outflanked and contained 
all enemy centers between Finsch- 
hafen and Madang and rendered 
practically useless “pimerous posi- 
tions and installations along the 
coast. 

“The speed of this double en- 
velopment caught the enemy com- 
pletely by surprise and has result- 
ed not only in the dislocation of 
his grip on British New Guinea 
but has caused him large losses 
with no compensating damage in- 
flicted on our own forces. 

“Our losses have been extraor- 
dinarily light. 

“Our forces have always been 
less than those available to the 
enemy, but the element of surprise 
based upon the closely co-ordinated 
action of the three elements of 
ground, sea and air has prevented 
him from concentrating at crit- 
ical points.” : 

Madang, former capital of Ger- 
man New Guinea, lies nearly 200 
miles northwest of Finschhafen. 
Thus, in less than three weeks 
since the fall of Lae Sept. 16, Mac- 
Arthur’s forces have come close 
to clearing the Japanese from a 
260-mile strip of New Guinea coast- 
line nearly as long as that taken in 

the preceding seven month’s slow 
advance from Buna to Salamaua. 
Pattern for Victory. 

Enlarging on his commander’s 
statements, Brig. Gen. Charles 
Willoughby, MacArthur's chief of 
intelligence, said the Finschhafen 
operation completes “a great his- 
torical pattern which provides the 
answer to the mechanics of com- 
bined operations for the next six 
’ to 12 months if we are given the 
means to carry them out.” 

He said the same broad design 
could be followed with 10 times 
the forces used at Finschhafen if 
they were available. 

Willoughby declined to say 
whether new Allied undertakings, 
large scale or small, are in pros- 
pect. He declared, however: 

“We will not stand still.” 

Willoughby emphasized that 
commanders in the Southwest Pa- 
cific must husband their re 
sources. 

“We cannot afford heavy 
losses,” he sald. “Allied losses 
during a single night’s air oper- 
ation over Europe are equivalent 
to the total bomber force avail- 
able in this theater.

RUSSIAN-GERMAN FIGHTING 


AUTUMN RAINS 


Reds Pushing Ahead 
Gomel, but Most 


Toward Mogilev and 
of Line Appears 


Stabilized Until Frosts. 


By HENRY C. CASSIDY. 

MOSCOW, Oct. 4 (AP).—Activ- 
ity on the Soviet-German front 
was confined to Red Army at- 
tacks in the Gomel and Mogilev 
sectors of White Russia today as 
autumn rains prevailed over most 
of the long battle line. 

The Russians kept up -—sharp 
scouting activity and long-range 
artillery duels elsewhere along the 
front where the Red Army lines 
faced the Nazi defenses on the 
Dnieper and upper West Dvina 
rivers. > 

A lull in military operations is 
customary at this time in Russia 
when the rains create virtually 
impassable bogs of vast stretches 
of the country. 


(The German communique indi- 
cated a considerable slackening of 
activity along the entire eastern 
front, reporting only local Soviet 
attacks in the Kuban Peninsula 
of the Caucasus and scattered 
clashes with Russian troops which 
had forced crossings of the Dnie- 


per.) 

The line generally appeared to 
have been stabilized until the early 
winter frosts freeze a new, hard 
track fit for campaigning. Last 
year’s Red Army winter offensive 
did not begin until Nov. 19. 

Some advances still were being 
made today in White Russia to- 
ward the east bank of the upper 
Dnieper. Most progress was being 
made toward Mogilev in the area 
where the Russians yesterday 
smashed the Germans’ Pronya 
River line and crossed that water- 
way 29 miles east of Mogilev. The 
Reds were pushing more slowly 
through the strongly defended 
populated points near Gomel. 

Stiffer German resistance at the 
points of attack was indicated by 
estimates in last night’s Soviet 
communique that 155 enemy tanks 
were destroyed or damared Oct. 2. 


This was the highest figure since 
August, 
Planes Raid Mogilev, Orsha. 

The communique said more than 
2000 Nazis were killed as the Rus- 
sians stormed across the Pronya 
to occupy 70 villages in a maneu- 
ver which threatened to turn the 
German flank in that sector. The 
Soviet ground forces were sup- 
ported by airmen, who pounded 
both Mogilev and Orsha, an im- 
portant junction town 50 miles to 
the north, 

The Russians said that large 
quantities of supplies and Nazi 
artillery piéces were captured, as 
well as considerable material 
which had been taken from Red 
Army forces in that area. 

South of Mogilev the advance on 
Gomel ran into numerous German 
counterattacks which were report- 
ed repulsed with enemy losses of 
more than 1200. The Russians ad- 
vanced from 3 to 5 miles and cap- 
tured 20 villages in this area. 

Far to the south at the Dnieper 
barrier in the vicinity of Kiev and 
Dnieperopetrovsk, the communique 
told only of reconnaissance and 
heavy artillery fire. 

At the lower end of the front, 
the Soviet command reported the 
sinking of a number of German 
troop-laden ships which apparently 
were attempting to evacuate rem- 
nants of the Nazis’ shattered Cau- 
casus forces across the narrow 
Kerch Strait to the Crimea.’ 

(The Berlin radio acknowledged 
the fall of Staro-Tamanskaya on 
the Taman peninsula. The Ger- 
man troops thus were threatened 
with the loss of their last tenuous 
toehold in the Caucasus.) 

In addition to raids on Nazi 
shipping in the Kerch Strait the 
Russians said that Soviet airmen 
blasted Dzhankoi Junction in the 
heart of Crimea, causing 25 explo-

Newly-appointed Soviet Ambassa- 
dor Andrei A. Gromyko told Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today that the 
Soviet Union has full confidence 
that the United States and Russia 
will be able to continue and 
strengthen their friendly relations 
after the war. 

Gromyko, in remarks made on 
presenting his credentials to Roose- 
velt, said the Russian government 
has the “unswerving desire and 
aspirations” to maintain and de 
velop “friendly relations and closest 
collaboration” with this country. 
“The friendship of the peoples of 
our countries is not accidental. , It 
is the expression of the basic in- 
terests of our peoples and our 
nations,” Gromyko said. 

The Allied military campaigns in 
Italy and North Africa “have cre- 
ated a favorable military-political 
situation for inflicting decisive 
blows upon the hated enemy,” he 
told the President, 

He praised “remarkable suc- 
cesses of Anglo-American arms in 
North Africa and Sicily.” 

Thanks U. 8. for Supplies. 

Gromyko expressed gratitude to 
the United States for “not only 
moral but substantial material sup- 
port in the form of airplanes, 
tanks, guns and other military 
material, and also food stuffs,” 
which the Soviet Union has re 
ceived during her struggle with 
the Nazis. 
“The Soviet people highly values 
this support,” he said, and 
expressed belief “the present joint 
struggle against our common foe— 
Hitlerite Germany and her allies 
in Europe—will bring about closer 
collaboration of our countries in 
the postwar period, in the inter- 
ests of general peace and secur- 
ity.” 

Roosevelt Praises Russians. . 

Roosevelt expressed his happi- 
ness at receiving Gromyko’s cre- 
dentials and assured him off the 
“full co-operation and support of 
the Government of the United 
States” in his task of further de- 
veloping friendly relations between 
the United States and Russia. 
“The fortitude, courage and self- 
sacrifice of the armed forces and 
people of the Soviet Union in their 
terrible hours of trial have aroused 
the undying admiration of the 
American people and we rejoice 
with the people of the Soviet Un- 
ion in the ever-growing tide of 
success which is crowning Soviet 
arms,” the President said.

MAY TOP 446,000, 
SENATOR ASSERTS 


Democratic Whip Hill 
Says Navy Alone Will 
Need 92,000 Men a 
Month Early in ’44. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (AP).— 
Senator Hill (Dem.), Alabama, told 
the Senate today that Navy needs 
may force the drafting of a great 
many more pre-Pearl Harbor fath- 
ers than the 446,000 estimated as 


necessary to meet armed service 
quotas the rest of this year. 

“There is a reasonable hope that 

so far as the Army is concerned 
there would be no further drain 
upon fathers,” Hill, the Democrat- 
ic whip, told Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio. ' 
“I don’t think there is a rea- 
sonable hope that the Navy’s 
needs can be met without taking 
additional fathers.” 

Hill said that with the Army’s 
goal fixed at 7,700,000 men by the 
end of the year, next year’s re- 
placements of 75,000 a month could 
be obtained from boys becoming 
18 years old. 

However, he said, during the 
period from January to July, the 
Navy will.need 92,000 men a month, 
including both replacements and 
additional men to “man and use 
the ships and airplanes coming off 
of the line.” 

Hill did not attempt to estimate 
how many fathers the Navy’s re- 
quest would require, 

Earlier, as Hill opened the Ad- 
ministration fight on legislation to 
halt the father draft, the Army 
disclosed in a communication to 
the Senate that it had 1,766,000 en- 
listed men in the United States 
with more than a year’s training. 

Chairman Reynolds (Dem.,), 
North ‘Carolina, of the military 
committee offered without com- 
ment a communication from the 
War Department disclosing that as 
of Sept. 1, there were 1,172,000 en- 
listed men with more than one 


‘lyear of training, 510,000 with from 


two to three years and 84,000 with 
_ than three year’s prepara- 
tion, . 

The figures conflicted sharply 
with other totals previously re- 
ported by Senator Johnson (Dem.), 
Colorado, which, however, appar- 
ently did not distinguish between 
enlisted men and commissioned of- 
ficers. 

Johnson had said he had “au- 
thentic” figures indicating that 
there are more than 3,500,000 men 
in the army with more than a 
year’s training.

Allies Had Barely Enough Planes 


For Italian Invasion, Arnold Says 


Even Had to Use Those From Training Cen- 
ters, Air Forces Chief Reveals in Calling 
for Greater Bomber Output. 


SEATTLE Oct. 4 (AP).— Every 
plane the Allies could get off 
Mediterranean soil was thrown in- 
to the invasion of Italy, and Allied 


air strength very nearly wasn’t 
enough, says Gen. Henry H. Ar- 
nold; chief of the United States 
Army Air Forces. 

The invasion would not have 
been possible with fewer planes, 
he said last night, “as a matter of 
fact, we had to gather these planes 
together from every source pos- 
sible—from our training centers, 
from depots, from modification 
centers—to do the trick. 

“The task would have been easier 
with more planes; it could not 
have been done with less.” 

In calling last night for greater 
and greater bomber production, 
Gen, Arnold credited the United 
States and British air forces with 
saving Allied troops from annihi- 
lation at the Salerno bridgehead. 

He spoke at the opening of a 
war games demonstration in con- 
nection with a drive to recruit 9000 
new workers for the Boeing Air- 
craft Co., whose Flying Fortresses 


he termed “the outstanding heavy 
bomber of the war... praised to 
the skies by the Allies and damned 
to hell by our enemies.” 

“The big battles are yet to be 
joined,” he said, “but when they 
are joined it will be the Army with 
the extra weight of material that 
will conquer. The extra gun, the 
extra ammunition, the extra plane 
—we must be sure that the extra 
weight is on our side.” 

Gen. Arnold termed the present 
fighting by the Fifth and Eighth 
Armies in Italy “a small engage- 
ment compared to the gigantic ex- 
pedition which will one day—and 
we hope not too many months 
hence—be set against continental 
Europe.” 

He described this as “an expe- 
dition made up of bombers, fight- 
ers, ships, tanks, guns—and men, 
thousands, yes, hundreds of thou- 
sands of men—streaming onto the 
continent. 

“It is that expedition which you 
here in Seattle—and your brother 
workers in Maryland and Califor- 
nia and Kansas and New York 
and Texas—are now launching.”

BOSTON, Oct. 4 (AP).—Key- 
noting the sixty-third annual con- 
vention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, President William 
Green told applauding delegates 
today that the United States must 
abandon isolationism forever and 
join the world family of nations. | 

“The war,” declared Green, “has 
taught us that America cannot 
isolate herself from the rest of the 
world. We know that our peace- 
ful intentions are not enough. 
America must join with other na-| 
tions of good will to preserve | 
peace throughout the _ civilized | 
world. 

“That is why labor demands a 
place at the peace table to see to it 
that the will of the people is not 
thwarted by professional! and inter- 
national diplomats.” 

Domestic Problems. 

Discussing postwar domestic 
problems, Green said-organized la- 
bor was prepared to assist expan- 
sion of the free enterprise system 
and expressed the hope that busi- 
ness leaders, too, would be pre-| 
pared. 

“The free enterprise system,” he 
asserted, “faces a life-or-death test 
in the postwar period. Business 
leaders must be prepared to move 
boldly and swiftly. They must be 
prepared to reconvert their plants 
almost overnight. They must face 
the risk and responsibility of in- 
vesting the necessary funds or the 
people will lose confidence in them. 
We dare not ard we must not offer 
our returning soldiers breadlines.” 

Green also said the AFL. would 
give every assistance in the ef- 
fective utilizing of available man 
power and woman-power but 
would oppose compulsory measures 
until voluntary means have been 
exhausted. 

80,000 Killed in Industry. 

Green denounced organized la- 
bor’s critics and said that pro- 
duction was the best answer. He 
quoted Government figures on 
plane and ship production and 
said 80,000 “soldiers of production, 
have died and 7 million have been 
injured since Pearl Harbor, com- 
pared with 20,000 killed on the bat- 
tlefields. 

“T do not claim,” said Green, 
“that labor is giving more or do- 
ing more, because I know our sol- 
diers on the battle fields are giv- 
ing their all. - But I do want to 
give these figures to the. people 
who denounce labor on the radio 
and in the reactionary press. — I 
challenge them to show a better, 
record than the record of thosy 
who are fighting here in the work- 
shops of America.” 

He said more than 85 per cent 
of the war material in America 
was being produced by union labor 
and “we hope that the bullet which 
will finally end Hitler’s life will 
bear the union label.” 

Under Secretary of War Robert 
P. Patterson, in a speech before 
the convention, described 1944 as 
the vear of decision but cautioned 
that he was predicting not the end 
of the war but a grim struggle. 

“No thinking man,” said Patter- | 
gan, “would-be foolish enough to 
predict when the war will end, but | 
we can he sure that the blows. 
struck in 1944 will determine the | 
outcome.” 

Allied successes so far, he said, 
are ‘only preliminary victories. 
Now our soldiers are ready for the 
hard test of strength and spirit.” 


Membership Gain. 


The AFL executive council's and 
officers’ reports, made public to- 
day, show a new high membership 
mark of 5,939,021 as of Aug. 31, a 
net gain of 456,440 in the year, de- 
spite the withdrawal of the ma- 
chinists’ union, which claimed a 
membership of a half million. 

The council report credits the 
rival Congress of Industrial Or- 
ganizations with only 2,225,000 
members, less than half the CIO’s 
claimed membership. 

This estimate of CIO strength 
appeared in a hitherto unpub- 
lished note which AFL leaders

Resolutions 
Among Those Opposing Readmission 
of UMW as Session Opens. 


BOSTON, Oct. 4 (AP).—When 


opened its convention today there 
were indications that many of the 


smaller trade union groups, at 
least, were unsympathetic to the 
readmission of John L. Lewis’ 
United Mine Workers. 

Six resolutions on the _ subject 
were laid before the delegates at 
the opening session, and five of 
them strongly opposed the Lewis 
application. Even the sixth stipu- 
lated that the UMW be readmitted 
only after Lewis settles his “pres- 
ent difficulty with the Government 

d agrees to conform with the 
no-strike pledge.” The sponsor of 
this resolution was Delegate John 
J. Hurst of the Cinoinnati Central 
Labor Unions. 

The six resolutions were not 
necessarily the only expressions re- 
garding Lewis which the conven- 
tion may consider. They were 
submitted under the rule requiring 
that resolutions be submitted 30 
days before the convention. Ex- 
empt from this rule are ‘resolu- 
tions adopted by conventions of 
international unions and state fed- 
erations of labor. None of the six 
came from any of the major AFL 
unions. Resolutions also reay be 
accepted at any time by unanimous 
consent of the convention, 

A resolution proposed by the 
Peoria (Ill.) Trades and Labor As- 
sembly called Lewis “one of the 
worst enemies of organized labor” 
and blamed him for enactment of 
State and national anti-labor laws. 
It proposed flatly that the conven- 
tion go on record opposing the re- 
admission of the UMW. 

Robert E. Woodmansee, delegat 
qf the Springfield (Ill.) Federation 
of Labor, stated that the readmis- 
sion of Lewis “under any terms

Delegate R. G. Soderstrom of the’ 


Illinois State Federation of Labor 
proposed a resolution which would 
guard the integrity of the 
Progressive Mine Workers of 
America as an AFL affiliate “until 
such time as the mine workers 
themselves may decide their own 
future relationships by mutually 
satisfactory agreement.” 

Daniel J. Tobin, president of the 
Brotherhood of Teamsters and an 
AFL vice-president, issued a state- 
ment declaring that politics had 
no place in the consideration of 
Lewis’ application for an AFL 
charter. 

“One cannot help but notice,” 
said Tobin, “the reports and alle- 
gations that politics has been a 
factor in the consideration of the 
United Mine Workers’ application 
for reaffiliation with the American 
Federation of Labor. 

“In one simple word, that is a 
lie. I was chairman of the com- 
mittee designated by the AFL to 
consult Mr. John L. Lewis about 
the United Mine Workers’ applica- 
tion, and anyone who knows me 
knows that labor comes first in 
all labor questions. 

“No one, not even the President 
of the United States, can inject 
politics into a labor controversy 
where I am concerned. I believe 
this also describes the attitude of 
the executive council of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor.” 


THOMAS FOR RETENTION 


OF NO-STRIKE PLEDGE 


UAW Head Blames Reaction- 
aries for Walkouts—Urges 
Support of Roosevelt. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Oct. 4 (AP). 
—~R. J. Thomas, president of the 
CIO United Automobile Workers, 
urged the union today to reaffirm 
its no-strike pledge and declared 
“we've done everything to prevent 
strikes while the forces of reac- 
tion have done everything to pro- 
voke strikes.” 

Addressing the opening session 
of the UAW-CIO eighth convention. 
Thomas also asked the delegates 
to “go on record 100 per cent be- 
hind President Roosevelt and 
Vice President Wallace. 

“We should, however, tell the. 
reactionary members of the Dem- 
ocratic party and Southern Dem- 
ocrats, most all of whom are re- 
actionaries, that they must give 
consideration more thoroughly to 
labor’s rights in this war if we 
are to maintain the present morale 
of workers which is needed to 
maintain war production,” he said, 

A spirited floor fight was indi- 
cated over the question of re- 
affirming or revoking the union’s 
no-strike pledge. 

Six resolutions submitted by lo- 
cal unions to delegates urge with- 
drawal of the pledge, some spon- 
sors contending that Congress 
“has been unappreciative of labor’s 
sacrifices” and that employers 
“have taken advantage” of the 
pledge to “obstruct collective bar- 
gaining and to wage a vicious of- 
fensive against labor unions.”

FOURTH TERM URGED 
BY ELECTRICAL UNION 


Convention Assails Wesley as 
Head of Constitutional 
Committee on Labor. 


A resolution indorsing President 
Roosevelt for a fourth term was 
adopted yesterday by representa- 
tives of 50,000 CIO workers in 
Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa 
and Arkansas, in closing a two- 
day convention of District Council 
No. 2, United Electrical, Radio 
and Machine Workers of America. 

Speaking for more than 40,000 
Missouri workers, the council pro- 
tested against selection of Frank 
A. Wesley, Republican, St. Louis, 
as chairman of the Missouri Con- 
stitutional Convention’s Commit- 
tee on Labor, contending that “Re- 
publicans and anti-New Deal 
Democrats conspired to elect a 
real estate dealer who admittedly 
knows nothing about’ the prob- 
lems of the laboring people.” Wes- 
ley was selected for the chairman- 
ship over the Democratic prefer- 
ence, R. T. Wood, Springfield, 
president of the State Federation 
of Labor, AFL. 

“This maneuver of the reaction- 
aries at the Constitutional Con- 
vention indicates that some of the 
officials and delegates are. inter- 
ested only in playing politics as 
usual and are not putting forth 
a sincere effort to solve the prob- 
lems of the people,” the council 
asserted, calling for public hear- 
ings of the Committee on Labor 
in the principal industrial cities 
of the State, and urging union 
members to “keep an eye” on the 
convention’s proceedings. 

Other resolutions adopted reaf- 
firmed the council’s no-strike pol- 
icy, condemned strikes called by 
John L. Lewis, advocated a ceil- 
ing of $25,000 on individual — net 
incomes after payment of taxes, 
and urged legislation providing a 
minimum income of $30 a week 
for every soldier’s family without 
deductions from the soldier’s pay.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (AP).—A 
majority of the Senate favors in- 
ternational collaboration after the 
war, but there are so many dif- 
ferent viewpoints that any foreign 
policy declaration now almost cer- 
tainly would have to be vague and 
general in its commitments. 

That is the interpretation placed 
by veteran observers today on the 
results of an. Associated Press poll 
in which 89 Senators were asked 
if they would support the House- 
approved Fulbright peace resolu- 
tion if it came to vote in its pres- 
ent form. 

If the 89, a total of 42 said they 
favored the principle of the mea- 
sure, which would record Congress 
as favoring American participation 
through constitutional processes in 
“appropriate international machin- 
ery with power adequate to estab- 
lish and maintan a just and last- 
ing peace among the nations of the 
world.” 

Eleven Oppose Measure, 

Eleven Senators opposed the 
measure in its present form, 36 
declined to commit themselves and 
seven were not reached. 

Among the 36 who declined to 
state yes-or-no views were at least 
10 who publicly have said they 
favor some form of international 
collaboration. If these were added 
to the 42 who gave qualified or 
full indorsement of the Fulbright 
measure, the 52 total would be 
three more than a majority. 

Included in the group who would 
not commit themselves were Chair- 
man Connally (Dem.), Texas, of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, and Senators Vandenburg 
(Rep.), Michigan, and White 
(Rep.), Maine, who have drafted 
their own foreign policy declara- 
tions. 

Others who have expressed pub- 
licly a desire for international 
postwar co-operation include Dem- 
ocratic Leader Barkley, Kentucky, 
Senators Stewart (Dem.), Tennes- 
see; Eastland (Dem.), Mississippi; 
Truman (Dem.), Missouri; Brew- 
ster (Rep.), Maine; Hawkes (Rep.), 
New Jersey, and Buck (Rep.), Del- 
aware. 

Some of this group insisted on 
certain reservations in any dec- 
laration the Senate makes. LEast- 
land, for instance, told reporters 
that while he was for an interna- 
tional organization to preserve the 
peace, he would not vote to sur- 
render American sovereignty—a 
point that Vandenberg and White 
have stressed. 

Buck said he leaned toward what 
the Fulbright proposal stands for 
but wanted more time to study it. 
Stewart said he was “for some- 
thing along that line” but wanted 
to hear what President Roosevelt 
has to say about it. Brewster 
called the House measure “a png 
stride forward” and said he was 
“favorably impressed.” 

Barkley Not Committed. 

Barkley has given qualified ap- 
proval to the Fulbright proposal 
but refrained from committin 
himself because he is a membe 
of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee and, like Connally, would be 
expected to support any resolution 
it reports. 

Hawkes is on record as indorsing 
the Republican Postwar Advisory 
Council's foreign policy declaration 
and Truman has been an active 
supporter of the Ball-Burton-Hill- 
Hatch resolution for an interna- 
tional military force to put down 
aggression, 

Even among the 11 Senators who 
said they were opposed to the 
Fulbright resolution as is stands 
were some who felt that interna- 
tional collaboration might have a 
place in future world relations. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, for instance, that “we must 
collaborate for the purpose of 
maintaining peace, but what the 
nature of this collaboration must 
be, no one can tell at this time.” 

Nearly a score of the 42 Senators 
who said they would vote for the 
Fulbright proposal made it plain 
that they would like te have some- 
thing more definite in the way of 
commitments. 

Thus majority Senate opinion 
seemed to agree on the funda- 
mental point that the nations must 
get together to prevent future 
wars, but there was a wide diver- 
gence in methods.

MADISON TANK 
ARMOR PLANT 10 
SWITCH TD AALES 


Conversion Ordered to 
Meet New War Needs 


—Will Take 6 Months, 
Boost Employment. 


Plans for gradual conversion of 
the 28-million-dollar General Steel 
Castings Corporation tank armor 
plant in Madison to production of 
heavy-duty truck axles were an- 
nounced today by Col. R. W. Cow- 
ard, executive officer of the St, 
Louis Ordnance District. 

The changeover will be effected 
over a period of six months or 


more, and probably will produce 
an over-all increase in employ- 
ment, Col. Coward said, explaining 
that many of the 1500 workers will 
be utilized in other local-tank cast- 
ing plants to which the Madison 
plant’s orders will be transferred, 

The Defense Plant Corporation, 
owner of the Madison plant, will 
transfer operations under the new 
production program to the Stan- 
dard Steel Spring Co., Pittsburgh, 
but prime supervision of the man- 
ufacturing of axles will rest with 
the Timken Roller Bearing Co., 
is allied with Standard 
Steel. 

The Madison plant has been one 
of four in the St. Louis area work- 
ing on tank castings, the others 
being the American Steel Foun- 
dries plant, the Scullin Steel Co. 
plant and the Commonwealth plant 
of General Steel Castings. 

The St. Louis area has been the 
country’s biggest producer of tank 
castings, Col. Coward said, but the 
Madison plant is being switched 
from this program because there 
is currently a more urgent need 
for heavy truck axles than for 
tank ings. 

Construction of the Madison 
plant was halted for more than a 
month last winter while the Ord- 
nance Department resurveyed over- 
all war production requirements, 
An uncompleted tank armor plant 
at Rochestezy, N. Y., was converted 
into an airplane factory because of 
changed needs, but the Madison 
plant was completed as a tank 
castings factory, although original 
plans for employment of 4500 
workers there were modified.

It loosens and makes —— 
easier pe proce Safe and effective or 


Aldermanic Commitfee to Take Up 
Decision to Drop Second Airport 


Sellers Regrets Municipal Commission Did 
Not Consult His Group—‘Not Abandoned,’ 
Says Mayor—Bond Issue a Consideration. 


Alderman Jake Sellers, chairman 
of the Airport Committee pf the 
Board of Aldermen, announced to- 
day that the committee would meet 
at 1 p. m. Wednesday to consider 
the Municipal Airport Commis- 
sion’s decision to drop, “for the 
duration,” the plan for a second 
municipal flying field, 

Sellers said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he regretted the com- 
mission’s failure to consult his 
committee before making itg an- 
nouncement. He expressed the 
opinion that the city should plan 
a second airport, to be constructed 
as soon as possible after the war. 

“T also believe Lambert-St. Louis 
Field should be expanded, ag pro- 
posed by Mayor A. P. Kaufmann 
and the commission,” Sellers said. 
“That may take all the remaining 
funds from the 1942 bond issue of 
$4,500,000, and a new field might 
cost another 10 million dollars. 
We will need the new facilities to 
meet the great growth of air traf- 


fic after the war, and we might 
as well be considering a bond issue 
or other means of raising the 
money.” 

Mayor Kaufmann said. today 
that the matter of a new bond 
issue was one of the considera- 
tions which led to the decision to 
enlarge Lambert Field before ac- 
quiring a new site. “Before we 
go to the people for money again,” 
he said, “we shall need to show 
some result from the money al- 
ready given us. 

“We are not closing the door to 
a second airport,” the Mayor con- 
tinued. “We shall do our best to 
keep St, Louis airminded, and we 
believe the next step is to develop 
the present field to its full po- 
tentiality. The helicopter may 
change the situation so that a 
port 50 miles from the downtown 
center will be as near in time as 
our present field now is. A down- 
town landing place may then be 
needed for helicopters.”

In the inland push to the west 
from the Foggia plain the Eighth

Corsica Cleanup. 

The capture of Bastia, which had 
been the Germans’ principal point 
of evacuation from Corsica to the 
Italian mainland, ended effective 
opposition by the Germans on the 
island, which now becomes a 
threat to German forces in north 
Italy. Moroccan Goumiers were 
the first forces to enter Bastia, 
which was the last German-held 
port on the island.

Rain in Naples Area, 


Rain still falling in the Naples 
area yesterday impeded Clark's 
drive beyond the city where es- 
sential services and food supplies 
were being organized quickly by 
Allied forces to relieve the dangers 
of famine and epidemics, 

But the weather did not prevent 
Allied air forces from going out 
to harass the German retreat. 
American Marauder bombers at- 
tacked Castelvolturno at the mouth 
of the Volturno on the north side 
of the stream and blasted roads 
east of that point without encoun- 
tering either enemy fighers or anti- 
aircraft fire.

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SOUTH DAKOTA BEST

Better Than Nazis’ Vaunted 
Admiral Tirpitz, Skip- 
per Boasts. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (AP).— 
R. Adm. Thomas Leigh Gatch 
would bet on his battleship South 
Dakota if the Germans wanted 
to use the Admiral Tirpitz in a 
duel, he said yesterday. 

Gatch is the skipper of the 35,- 
000-ton South Dakota, known to 
the world until Saturday only as 
the “Battleship X” which blew 32 
attacking Japanese planes out of

“The South Dakota,” Gatch as- 
serted in a radio broadcast, “is the 
greatest in the world, including 
the much vaunted Admiral Tir- 
pitz.” 

Gatch said the engagement in 
the Solomons when the Japanese 
tried to relieve Guadalcanal by use 
of superior air power “proved that 
the battleship—with proper air co- 
ordination—rules the seas.” 

“I rather thjnk the battleship Is 
here to stay,” he ‘declared. 

The Japanese, the Admiral said, 
“build good ships—but every time 
we've met them on anything like 
equal terms they’ve been over- 
whelmingly defeated. I think we 
will keep on doing it.”

Chandler has participated in 
three World Series contests, one in 
1941 and two last year. He has 
not been credited with a victory 
and has been charged with one de- 
feat, yielding nine hits and four 
runs in a total of 13% innings. 


Spud, rated one of the best in 
the business, won 20 games while 
losing four during the regular sea- 
son this year. He has been with 
the Yankees since 1937 and has 
won a total of 78 games while los- 
ing only 29. 

Lanier has been with the Cardi- 
nals since 1939, regularly, although 
he was a member of the club for 
a short time in the previous sea- 
son. 

The season just finished was his 
best. He has won a total of 49 
games for the Cardinals while los- 
ing 33, exclusive of his World 
Series triumph.

RUMORS CONTINUE 
OF MUTINY AMONG 
CREWS OF U-BUATS 


Reports From Towns- 
people of Tromsoe, 
Norway, Tell of Fights 
With Nazi Officers. 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 4 (AP). — 
New reports from Norway con- 
firm previous rumors of declining 
morale and mutinous tendencies 
among German submarine crews 
in far northern Norway, a Nor- 


wegian legation statement said 
yesterday. 

Townspeople in Tromsoe, one of 
the largest U-boat bases in Nor- 
way and ‘one used extensively 
since the Flying Fortress raid of 
July 24 on the Trondheim base, 
were quoted as saying that “dis- 
cipline is very bad and the Ma- 
wines seem to neglect their of- 
Ticers completely when they are. 
ashore. 

“In the middle of the night, 
heavy fighting between U-boat of- 
ficers and their Marines can often 
be seen in the streets,” the state- 
ment continued. 

Reports of mutiny of submarine 
crews and marines at Tromsoe 
came as the underseas boats re- 
sumed their preying on Allied 
shipping after a summer lay-off. 

Mutiny also had been reported 
among Nazi crews in Norway 
after the Allied anti-submarine 
warfare took a heavy toll of sub- 
marines in the spring and early 
summer. It was reported on June 
26 that six crews had refused to 
go to sea and that 200 officers 
and men had been sent to prison 
at Oslo. 

German naval officers have 
taken extraordinary steps to con- 
trol morale, shifting crews fre- 
quently to duty on warships, but 
the shortage of trained men for 
the huge Nazi submarine fleet re- 
quires that marines spend long 
periods at sea. 

The legation statement said that 
during the trouble in June at 
Tromsoe one crew threw two of- 
ficers in a Fjord clad only in pa- 
jamas. 

The new reports of mutiny 
among marines came in the wake 
of disclosures that some German 
soldiers recently tried to organize 
revolt among Nazi troops in Den- 
mark. 


Ethyl Alcohol Imports Allowed. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (AP).— 
Approximately 600,000 gallons of 
ethyl alcohol in Puerto Rico may 
be imported to the United States 
for use in beverage production, 
under an amendment to ethyl al- 
cohol controls issued by the War 
Production Board today. The 
amendment permits shipment to 
this country of ethyl alcohol which 
is “tax paid and withdrawn for 
beverage purposes.”

WAVE OF SABOTAGE 
IN RUMANIAN CITIES 


BERN, Oct. 4 (AP).—A Buda- 
pest dispatch to the Basler Nach- 
richten reported today that an or 
ganized campaign of sabotage has 
been under way for the last five 
days in industrial cities of Axis- 
dominated Rumania, 

The dispatch said fires and ex-

HERE is a good beach at Salerno, and a very good landing at 
The ducks were coming loaded ashore and 
running up out of the water and joining the lines of trucks, and 


the pontoon piers were out in the water with large landing cars up 
against them. Along the beach the bulldozers were at work pushing 
up sand ramps for the trucks to land on and just back of the beach 
were the white tapes that mean land mines have not been cleared out. 


There are little bushes on the 
sand dunes at Red Beach south of 
the Sele River, and in a hole in 
the sand buttressed by sand bags 
a soldier sat with a leather cov- 
ered steel telephone beside him.

A Man Finds Himself. 


Up in the hills the 88’s were 
popping and the little burst threw 
sand about where they hit, and off 
to the seaward our cruisers were 
popping away at the 88’s in the 
hills. 

The soldier slapped at a sand 
fly on his shoulder and then 
scratched the place where it had 
bitten him. His face was dirty 
and streaked where the sweat had 
run down through the dirt, and 
his hair and his eyebrows were 
sunburned almost white. But there 
was a kind of gayety about him. 
His telephone buzzed and he an- 
swered it, and said, “Hasn’t come 
through yet, sir, no sir.

Enemy Ready. 

“It was dark as hell,” he said, 
“and we were just waiting out 
there.” He pointed to the sea 
where the mass of the invasion 
fleet rested.—“If we thought we 
were going to sneak ashore we 
were nuts,” he said. “They were 
waiting for us all fixed up. Why, I 
heard they had been here two 
weeks waiting for us. They knew 
just where we were going to lahd. 
They had machine guns in the 
sand dunes and 88’s on the hills. 

“We were out there all packed 


in an L. C. Ll. and then the hell 
broke loose. The sky was full of it 
and the star shells lighted it up 
and the tracers criss-crossed and 
the noise—we saw the assault go 
in, and then one of them hit a 
surf mine and went up, and in 
the light you could see them go 
flying about. I could see the boats 
land and the guys go wiggling and

Long Mile to the Beach. 

“Well, the firing would stop and 
then it would get pitch black even 
then, and it was just beginning to 
get light.too, but the 88s sort of 
winked on the hills like messages, 
and the shells were bursting all 
around us. They had lots of 88s 
and they shot at everything. I 
was just getting real scared when 
we got the order to move in, and I 
swear that is the longest trip I 
ever took, that mile to the beach. 
I thought we’d never get there. I 
figured that if I was only on the 
beach I could dig down and get 
out of the way. There was too 
damn many of us there in that 
L. C. I. I wanted to spread out. 
That one that hit the mine was 
still burning when we went on by 
it. Then we bumped the beach 
and the ramps went down and I 
hit the water up to my waist. 

“The minute I was on the beach 
I felt better. It didn’t seem like 
everybody was shooting at me, and 
I got up to that line of brush 
and flopped down and some other 
guys flopped down beside me and 
then we got feeling a little foolish. 
We stood up and moved on. Didn't 
say anything to each other, we just 
moved on. It was coming daylight 
then and the flashes of the guns 
weren't so bright. 

“T felt a little like I was drunk. 
The ground heaved around under 
my feet and I was dull. I guess 
that was because of the firing. 
My ears aren’t so good yet. I 
guess we moved up too far, because 
I got sent back here.” He laughed 
openly. “I might have gone on 
right into Rome if someone hadn’t 
sent me back. I guess I might 
have walked right up that hill 
there.” : 

The cruisers began firing on the 
hill and the 88s fired back, From 
over near the hill came the heavy 
thudding of .50-caliber machine 
guns.

Interpreting the War News 


WHAT IS GOING ON IN THE AEGEAN?

HE situation in the Aegean Sea 
T becomes more interesting as it 
becomes more mysterious, 

The occupation by Allied forces 
(apparently British airborne 
troops) of the islands of Cos, 
Samos and Lero was confirmed 
from British sources, almost with 
an air of reluctante, several days 
after Ankara dispatches had an- 
nounced the news. Now we hear, 
also from Ankara, of the Allied 
troops on Khios and Mytilene, of 
heavy German bombing and even 
seaborne attacks on the islands 
held by the Allies, of fighting in 
which Italian troops and Greek ir- 
regulars are taking part as well as 
British forces. 

All this is going on inside the 
Aegean, separated from the Allied 
bases in the Middle East by the 
outer screen of German-held 

lands — Crete, Scarpanti and 

hodes. All this is likewise going 
on within a few miles—in some 
cases within sight—of the coast of 
neutral Turkey. What sort of 
strange and flaming drama is be- 
ing played out in these Isles, of 
Greece of which the poets have 
eung? 

It is obvious, from a glance at 
the map, that there can be no inva- 
’ sion of the Balkans through the 
historic Vardar gateway until the 
Aegean islands are cleared of the 
enemy. If any such invasion forms 
part of the Allied war plans, which 
is by no means certain, then the 
clearing of the Aegean forms a 
condition precedent to its accom- 
plishment. But if not, there are 
still very considerable advantages 
to be gained. 


These revolve, for the most part, 
around the position of Turkey in 
this war. The Turks are still, to 
some extent, afraid of the Ger- 
mans, It is a diminishing fear, 
as German commitments on other 
fronts increase, but there are still 
German troops in Bulgaria, and 
the attitude of the Bulgar army is 
still a possible source of danger 
to Turkey. It will be difficult for 
the Turkish attitude to become 
more definitely pro-Ally—to the ex- 
tent, for example, of opening the 
Dardanelles to Allied naval forces 
—until this threat has been re- 
duced to a point where the Turks 
can be reasonably certain that no 
German push through European 
Turkey to the Straits can be at- 
a or, being attempted, suc- 
ceed, 


The Turks have another set of 


fears, arising from their tradition- 
al anxiety as to Russian ambi- 
tions concerning the Balkan pe- 
insula, the Straits and the area 
between the Caspian and Black 
Seas. They would like to be able 
to say, when the war is over, that 
they have rendered such services 
to the Allied cause as to give them 
a definite claim on Anglo-Ameri- 
can good offices to protect their 
interests from possible Russian 
expansionist ideas. 


And as the Russians push for- 
ward along the north shore of the 
Black Sea, as the Crimea is again 
an area of contest and may be re- 
covered by Russia, the Turks can- 
not but welcome a corresponding 
Anglo-American advance in the

When I first knew Argentina, it 
was a country to all appearances 
jolly, bourgeois, upstanding, God- 
fearing and as safe as any North 
American suburb. Congress debat- 
ed the country’s needs. The news- 
papers discussed them freely. And 
—to adopt a symbol—the policeman 
was your friend. Argentina was a 
country of strict legal observance, 
somewhat stuffy, perhaps, in its 
regulations, but fair, with an im- 
peccable judiciary and exemplary 
Government finances. Its treat- 
ment of foreigners was uniform 
and had attracted many valuable 
immigrants. Civil liberties within 
its borders were passionately de- 
fended, and the Argentines had 
spread schools throughout the land 
to continue the education of free 
men, 

By the observance of law, Ar- 
gentina had called, welcomed, used 
and profited from foreign capital 
and thus had grown to claim and 
receive first rank among all the 
South American nations. 


Worm in the Apple. 


As time went on, however, I real- 
ized there was a worm in this fine 
apple. It first showed itself in 
September, 1930, when there was 
a successful military revolution, 
the first upheaval since that of 
1853, which had restored legality 
to the country. This was a terrible 
setback. The decline of Argentina 
as a place of liberty and safety, 
where sophisticated discussion 
flourished and where force of arms 
to settle disputes was regarded as 
historically passe began in 1930. 

This decline, for which the Army 
clique was to blame, was accentu- 
ated throughout the entire admin- 
istration of Dr. Ramon Castillo. 
Castillo’s 4overnment was a verita- 
ble school for dictatorship. Today 
the Ramirez Government is carry- 
ing the policy of arbitrariness even 
further than its predecessor. 

Today Argentina responds to the 
arbitrary impulses of its military 
officers much as the muscles of a 
recently dead frog respond to the 
sharp prodding of a scalpel. It is 
bitter to have to admit that these 
officers control Argentina because 
they control machine guns, tear 
gas bombs and ammunition. Un- 
der modern techniques of mass 
control, one machine gun is worth 
10,000 men, 


Veritable Gestapo. 


The secret police of Argentina 
has been augmented into a 
Several hun- 
dred police informers are always at 
work. They are called oidores 
(listeners), and they mingle with 
crowds and sit at cafe tables. Un- 
less legality returns, the next step 
for them is to become provocative 
agents. 

The informer today has a place 
of honor in Argentina and in its 
very front ranks is the pro-Nazi 
newspaper El Pampero. When El 
Pampero starts to attack a com- 
pany or a person, it has been 
borne out in fact that that com- 
pany or individual is investigated 
without benefit of Argentine 
courts, | 

The hitherto fine Argentine 
press has gone into a_ decline. 
While pro-Axis newspapers con- 
tinue to get plenty of newsprint 
from the Government controlled 
stocks, the voice of the great La 
Prensa is reduced to a whisper,

LE CRON’S BILL OF INDICTMENT. 

When James D. LeCron resigned a month ago as 
director of the Food Supply Division for. the Co- 
ordinator of Inter-American Affairs, he declared that 
“interference, obstruction, delay and unintelligent 
dictation” by the State Department had forced him 
to quit. 

These are general charges, which Mr, LeOron dis- 
cussed only briefly in his letter of resignation. A 
Washington correspondent of the Post-Dispatch asked 
him for specific details, and his answer, reported in 
a special article yesterday, shows all too plainly why 
Mr. LeCron said when he resigned: “I am unwilling 
any longer to beat my head against this wall of 
incompetence and interference.” 

His is a disheartening story of bungling and de- 
lays and sheer stupidity by the State Department 
that would not be tolerated for a week in the office 
of a-private business. ) 

Suppose a corporation had a man in the field who 
spent five or six weeks trying to land a big foreign 
contract. Suppose he cabled the home office that 
he had closed the deal, and received a reply order- 
ing him to come back for discussions. Suppose that 
after six weeks, while the foreign customer waited 
impatiently, the home office finally approved a re- 
vised agreement containing only trivial changes that 
could have been made in 24 hours. Wouldn't all 
concerned begin to suspect that something was wrong 
with the management? 

This is just what happened in Mr. LeCron’s nego- 
tiations with Paraguay, but this was not a private 
business deal for profit—it was an arrangement to 
have an ally begin growing food for fighters and 
civilian populations of the United Nations. The six- 
week delay accomplished nothing but to slow up 
the program and irritate the foreign officials con- 
cerned. 

Much the same obstacles were encountered in 
launching the food program in Central America, in 
Peru, in Brazil and elsewhere. As to the latter coun- 
try, the State Department arbitrarily decided “there 
were too many Americans in Brazil and no more 
would be sent there under any circumstances,” and 
refused to approve the sending’ of even one techni- 
cian who was badly needed in the food program. 
Military men wanted more food grown in the Carib- 
bean area, but the know-it-alls of the State Depart- 
ment obstructed the plans. The LeCron charges 
continue in the same tenor, with many more specific 
charges. 

Critics of the State Department have been accused 
of being ideologists, obstructionists and chronic crit- 
ics. Mr. LeCron’s documentation of failures and 
general apathy to an essential program fits into none 
of these pigeonholes. His charges back up the con- 
tention that our State Department is still back in 
the nineteenth century, and is failing to realize the 
great necessities of the present, when, as only one 
instance of essential changes in world relations, food 
ranks with diplomatic protocol in winning the war. 
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Dumb Dora still thinks Badogiio refers to a sour 
butter substitute.

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EPIC OF THE SOUTH DAKOTA. 

With the disclosure that “Battleship X” was the 
South Dakota, the saga of this valiant ship and its 
crew gains in stature. The South Dakota won 
anonymous fame when it shot down 32 Japanese 
planes out of an attacking squadron of 40 in a slug- 
fest off the Santa Cruz Islands. It became an Amer- 
ican legend when, barely three weeks later, it sank 
three Japanese cruisers in the Solomons. Its Cap- 
tain, Thomas L. Gatch—now a Rear Admiral and 
Judge Advocate General of the Navy—wrote the story 
of the epic battles in the Saturday Evening Post 
and a correspondent of the New York Times, Sidney 
Shalett, wrote the exploits into a book, “Old Name- 
less.” 

What the South Dakota did, it now comes out, was 
not solely the triumph of one ship, though it was 
that, too; it was the triumph of a class of ships, all 
of them tough fighters—including the Massachusetts, 
the Indiana and the Alabama. The identity of the 
South Dakota was kept secret so long—nearly a 
year—to prevent the enemy from learning valuable 
information about this new class of ships which is 
distinguished by new armament and enhanced fire 
power. 

The South Dakota’s adventures were a triumph 
also for the men who manned her, and it is notable 
that many of those men had only a short ‘while be- 
fore been engaged in civilian pursuits, had known 
nothing whatever of the sea or fighting. They 
learned fast, because they had to learn fast. They 
represent, as their ship does, a class—the class 
of some millions of plain Americans who have had 
to learn fast about getting tough, and who are go- 
ing about it in a way that gives their country pride. 
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New Bell Telephone customers who grumble be- 
cause they have to take a party hook-up instead of 
private service don't know how lucky they are. The 
Dvinsk-Minsk-Pinsk line may be open any time now. 
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ISLAND-BY-ISLAND IN THE AEGEAN. 

The “glory.that was Greece” wore a necklace of 
Aegean jewels—Samothrace and Lemnos, Lesbos, 
Amnos and Samos, Khios and Coo and the storied 
island of Rhodes. Two British armies in the Near 
East are in motion for a Balkan plunge. Samos, Lero, 
Coo and two other islands, hugging the coast of Tur- 
key, are already taken, a threatening flank to Crete, 
and Germany moves to forestall attack at the back 
\door of captive Europe. Some think the Nazis may 
“even strike with 15 divisions in Bulgaria at the Dar- 
danelles, try to hold both banks as a diversion from 
Greece and to shut off Allied aid to Russia through 
the Black Sea when the Crimea is freed. 

Island-by-island tactics will be necessary in the 
Eastern Mediterranean. By-passing is not possible 
so long as Turkey must be protected and airplanes 


based for invasion of the Balkans. If we need fur- 


ther reminder than the warnings of Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Marsha)! that long and bloody fighting 
is ahead, the German land and air attack on Coo is 
our answer. The Aegean islands are high-priced in 
terms of warfare. They are marked up by Hitler’s 
seeming determination to make a stand for them, to 
hold his Southern empire and its outposts as long 
as possibles 
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American and British birdmen operating from 
bases in the British Isles reiterate that the real 
blasting of Germany hasn’t even begun—not by a 
bomb sight. 
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MR. MORGENTHAU ON TAXES. 

The Treasury's new tax bill, which Secretary 
Morgenthau is submitting to the House Ways and 
Means Committee today, lives up to the advance 
notices that it does not spare the horses, according 
to such details as have been made public. Sharp 
increases are provided in income, luxury, corpora- 
tion, excise and estate taxes. 

While valid objections may be raised to the spe- 
cific amount of taxation proposed to be levied against 
some of the items, the Treasury is on the proper 
track in placing the brunt of the burden in so far 
as possible on, luxuries. ; 

It is fairer, and more in the public interest, to 
place heavy taxes on whisky, tobacco, night-club 
checks and the Hke than to place even moderately 
heavy taxes between the consumer gnd the necessi- 
ties of life: food, healthful housing, medicines. The 
choice is narrowing rather rapidly to those alterna- 
tives: either a heavy tax on luxuries, or some sort 
of Federal tax on sales generally. 

This is not to say that the proposals which the 
Treasury is making do not need extended examina- 
tion and discussion. There will be some very nice 
headwork involved in determining, for instance, how 
much the taxes on whiskies, beers and wines can be 
increased without encouraging illicit manufacture 
and sale of spirits. Again, the classification of travel 
and telephone service as luxuries might be con- 
sidered in the light of the fact that they come close 
to being actual necessities for men in the services, 
whohave little surplus cash to expend in taxes. 

These, however, are details in the larger picture 
which the Secretary of the Treasury is presenting 
to Congress. If it is no longer possible to tax where 
it will hurt the least, Mr. Morgenthau appears any- 
how to be planning to tax where it will not hurt 
the most.

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AGAIN, THE POGROM. 

Jews are the quarry in Denmark. Huntsmen are 
blood-lustful Gestapo agents, now present in suf- 
ficient force to pollute Nazi martial law with the 
traditional poison of terror. In packs they rove, 
assassinating the resistant, capturing the resigned, 
driven by the pagan, paranoid spirit of minority 
persecution. 

Sweden watches, more horrified than was a peace- 
ful, disbelieving Europe at the time of the Munich 
pogroms. Her offer of sanctuary for 8000 of the 
Danish nationals of Jewish descent who are being vic- 
timized has been ignored as the frenzied purge sweeps 
on. Some few escape, The fate of the rest has its 
precedent in Poland, where a million have met death 
in the past three years. 

Sweden’s neutrality hag been a veneer of fictional 
necessity over the fact of her civilized revulsion at 
Nazi methods. For her, the price of survival has 
been dissembling; the alternative has been occupation. 
“Keep well thy tongue” seemed the wisest precedent 
to follow. But as Germany weakened, and her own 
army of 800,000 gained strength, Sweden stiffened. 
First she closed railroads to the transport of Ger- 
man materiel and troops. Then her press took an 
openly pro-Allied stand against the treatment of 
Denmark and refused, despite threats, to be blus- 
tered into place again. Several days ago, she barred 
the movement of fuel oil to other countries on her 
rails. Now, in a formal note, she warns of “serious 
repercussions” if the drive against Danish Jews con- 
tinues. : 

Scandal in Scandinavia is one more proof that our 
greatest moral stimulus is German method. No per- 
son with a trace of faith in the brotherhood of man 
or the fundamental dignity of humanity can watch 
these spectacles without a surge of outraged decency 
and fierce, embattled indignation. Shock in Sweden 
is shared by an angry world more determined than 
ever to uproot Nazi madness.

HE appointment by the President 
T through the Secretary of State of an 

American Commission for the Protec- 
tion and Salvage of Artistic and Historic 
Monuments in Europe has opened up an- 
other front. 


Not since the time of Napoleon Bona- 
parte has there been the wholesale looting 
and destruction of art property that is 
going on today in the occupied countries. 
The Nazis have either confiscated or ac- 
quired by fictitious purchase the most 
important masterpieces of both public and 
private collections. These works of art 
represent not merely an important part 
of the material assets of the conquered 
countries, but have always been consid- 
ered part of their spiritual heritage. 


The formation of an American commis- 
sion to deal with the postwar problems 
thus created was suggested to the Presi- 
dent by Chief Justice Stone, who, in his 
ex-officio capacity of chairman of the 
National Gallery of Art, was keenly aware 
of the necessity of governmental action. 
Associate Justice Owen J. Roberts of the 
Supreme Court of the United States will 
act as chairman of the commission. 


The Army’s Responsibility, 


It will function under the auspices of 
the Government and with similar groups 
in other countries for the protection and 
conservation of works of art and historic 
records in Europe, and will aid in salvaging 
and returning to the lawful owners such 
objects as have been appropriated by the 
Axis powers or by individuals acting under 
their authority. 


The functions of the commission are 


twofold and are divided in a sense by the 
course of the war. The immediate objec- 
tives are to work with the appropriate 
branches of the Army for the purpose of 
furnishing to the Genera] Staff museum 
officials, scientists, librarians, archivists 
and art historians so that, so far as is 
consistent with military necessity, works 
of cultural value may be spared and pro- 
tected in countries occupied by the armies 
of the United Nations, and to compile lists 
of property appropriated by the Axis.

Systematic Nazi Thefts. 


Already some dozen or more museum 
and monument officers have arrived over- 
seas to become assistants to the command- 
ing generals in the several theaters of 
operation. Other candidates are being 
trained at Charlottesville in the School for 
Military Government. 


Once a territory has been invaded and 
occupied, it has been the policy of the 
Army to suppress any looting or van- 
dalism, and our troops are strictly for- 
bidden to purchase objects of art as souve- 
nirs. As soon as Allied troops occupy a 
city or town, museums and public galleries 
are closed pending completion of safe- 
guards for their collections.

The Office of Economic Warfare has 
placed an estimated value in excess of 
36 billion dollars on property stolen by 
the Nazis, of which probably between one 
and a half and two Dillion can be written 
down for movable art property (damage 
and vandalism to public and ecclesiastical 
monuments not included), 


The: artistic patrimony of Europe has 
come very close to being wiped out. Cer- 
tainly the movable works have been taken 
to the Reich, where, after a fugitive ex- 
istence, they will inevitably find their way 
to the free markets of neutral countries. 

These works will be offered for sale 
primarily to the collectors and institu- 
tions of the Western Hemisphere. How 
can we prevent this from happening and 
becoming ourselves party to the looting 
of Europe? 

Fortunately, the United Nations have 
already taken the initial step. In a com- 
mon declaration made early this year they 
stated that all property which changed 
hands during the period of Axis occupa- 
tion is suspect, all transactions will be 
considered invalid until clear title is given 
and proof established that sale was not 
made under duress. Thus has been enunci- 
ated the basic law upon which the court 
of claims created by the peace conference 
must operate, 


A Test of Co-operation. 


The commission appointed by President 
Roosevelt will have many grave and mo- 
mentous problems. It is a work with 
which the United Nations will be con- 
cerned for many years to come and is, 
in a sense, a test of whether or not intel- 
lectual co-operation among people of dif- 
fering races, creeds and cultural tradi- 
tions can succeed in preserving for man- 
kind the fruits of 5000 years of human 
experience and imagination. 


It will require the full support, financial 
and political, intellectual and moral not 
only of the experts and those profession- 
ally engaged in the arts and sciences, but 
of every thinking man and woman in 
America. If we succeed, we well may set 
in motion the processes for a renascence 
of the mind and of the human spirit from 
the ashes of the European holocaust.

New Book of Churchill Speeches 
Is Both History and Literature 


‘‘'The End of the Beginning,’’ by Winston 8. Charchili, 
(Little, Brown & Co., Boston.) 
HIS third volume of the British Prime 
Minister’s wartime speeches and writings 
begins with his New Year's toast, delivered 
on a train traveling from Ottawa to Wash- 
ington: “Here’s to 1942, here’s to a year of 
toil—a year of struggle and peril, and a 
long step forward towards victory. May 
we all come through safe and with honor.” 
The hope of the toast was realized, but 
not without the toil, struggle and peril that 
Churchill foresaw. The year’s history, as- 
recorded in his eloquent, news-packed”™ 
speeches, ranges from the low ebb of the 
Far East defeats in early 1942 and the June 
disaster of Tobruk to the exaltation of No- 
vember, when the North African invasion 
began, Churchill, as always, exuded sober 
confidence in the dark hours, and warned 
against premature hosannas as the horizon 
brightened. With the opening of the war's 
new phase last Nov. 7, he gave the world 
a slogan (and his book a title) when he 
said: “Now this is not the end. It is not 
even the beginning of the end. But it is, 


perhaps, the end of the beginning.” 
. . . 


This volume, with its predecessors, will 
hold a high place in both the literature and 
the history of the war, As examples of 
vigorous English, the robust Churchill 
phrases, the surging sententes, biting scorn 
and grim humor bear re-reading time and . 
again. As a historical record, they are often 
the first announcement of important war =: 
developments and policies, And the Guedal- 
las of the future will scarcely overlook such 
examples of wit as Churchill’s version of 
an important Hitler oversight: 

“He forgot about the winter. There is a 
winter, you know, in Russia, For a good 
many months the temperature is apt to 
fall yery low. There is snow, there is frost 
and all that. Hitler forgot about this Rus- 
sian winter. He must have been very loose- 
ly educated. We all heard about it at 
school; but he forgot it. I have never made 
such a bad mistake as that.” 

The reader of these speeches will note 
to what a large degree the British parlia- 
mentary system is responsible for their 
illuminating character. It is the Prime 
Minister’s duty to give an accounting at 
intervals on how the Government has dis- 
charged its responsibilities. If his statement 
is unsatisfactory, he may lose office. 
Churchill hence takes great pains to make 
his reports as full and as frank as military 
necessity will permit. The enlightenment 
brought by such reports shows why many 
political scientists urge that this country 
adopt this feature of the British system, 
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It is also the Prime Minister’s duty to 
answer questions put by M. P.’s. Some of 
these answers are long and detailed, some 
are crisp and pointed, rarely are they 
evasive. An example of brevity is Church- 
ill’s response to a member who asked 
whether the titles of two Cabinet members 
were still logical, and suggested they be 
changed. The Prime Minister’s answer in 
full: “Sir, we must beware of needléss in- 
novation, especially when guided by logic.” 

There are many such gems which would 
remain buried in the official journals with- 
out such a compilation as this. By pre 
serving the Churchill writings and speeches 
in this series, the publishers will undoubted- 
ly receive a rousing vote of thanks from 
the International Association of World War 
II Historians at its convention of 1963.

tutionalism, the wily leader has taken the wind—most of the wind— 
out of the sails of his many critics at home and abroad. 


Moreover, by committing the 
Chinese republic to democracy, 
Chiang has borne witness to a 
progressive elevation of his own 
personal ambition. To carry 
worthily the mantle of Dr. Sun 
Yat-Sen, China’s George Washing- 
ton, Chiang had to evolve. It was 
certainly. not enough to be head 
of the ruling party, the Kuomin- 
tang, during the second or tutelage 
period of China’s comeback. It 
was not even enough to be gen- 
eralissime in China’s successful 
war Of liberation. It was not quite 
enough to be the uniter of this 
“country of a million village re- 
publics” thet has never known a 
centralized rovernment in the oc- 
cidental sense. No, the Chinese 
“dictator” (wao is not quite a dic- 
tator) had to complete the political 
development of his country along 
Dr. Sun’s lines, not only in its mili- 
tary but also ia its political and 
ideological aspects. He had, that 
is, to rise above war to statesman- 
ship, and above satatesmanship to 
be a philosopher, a teacher, the 
highest thing that any Chinese can 
aspire to be,

On His Own Time 

HIS, he certainly could not ac- 

complish all at omce. To win 
the war against Japan, which had 
been imposed upon him ahead of 
his schedule by the Chinsse people’s 
demand for resistance, the Gen- 
eralissimo had to tempcrize. He 
could not simultaneou fight 
against the armed forces o& mighty 
Japan, the feudal landlerds at 
bome, the reactionary grafting 
wing of the ruling Kuomwntang, 
the small but important F%dera- 
tion of Democratic Parties,’ the 
Communists and the local war 
lords. So while maintaining,\ to 
the best of China’s limited al{li- 
ties, the fight against the Japanete, 
the Generalissimo took on internal 
adversaries only gingerly and om 
at atime. He.began by cracking 
down on the war lords and, every- 
where, with the possible exception 
of southwest China, he completely 
succeeded. 

He did not fight the Commu- 
nists, he insulated them, much to 
the disgust of Moscow and a group 
of passionate American friends of 
China who properly recognized the 
high personal and social qualities 
of the Chinese Communists. But 
he did not attempt to satisfy the 
democratic program of the Federa- 
tion, or reform the system of land 
tenure, or challenge the political 
monopoly of his own ruling’ Kuo- 
mintang. He tolerated, if he did 
not actually encourage, the pres- 
ence of near-Fascists in high 
places. The special service police 
of Yai-Li established at least 10 
or a dozen concentration camps for 
political enemies. And many for- 
eigners, including an American 
brigadier general who should have 
known better, bitterly announced 
that China, under the Soong (the 
family of the Generalissimo’s wife) 


was not and never would become 
a democracy, 

But Owen Lattimore, certainly 
one of the profoundest living stu- 
dents of Chinese affairs, and for 
a while personal adviser to the 
Generalissimo, thought differently. 
In his house in Chungking, over- 
looking the Chialing River, he told 
me over the breakfast table one 
morning in November, 1941, that 
he felt sure that Chiang Kai-shek 
was “gee iy Chinese democracy. 
But in his own way and at his 
own time,

Silences Critics. 

HE Generalissimo, it must be 

admitted, made haste slowly. 
But last spring, he posed his can- 
didacy as a national teacher by 
the publication, simultaneously, of 
two books, “China’s Future,” and 
“Chinese Economic Doctrines,” the 
latter culminating in the ideas of 
Sun Yat-Sen, who favored a mix- 
ture of private and State enter- 
prise. Incidentally, the author 
roundly denounced. Nazism and 
Fascism as inhuman and predicted 
that China must move towards de- 
mocracy, both political and eco- 
nomic. Then, in September, he 
regularized his political position by 
becoming China’s President and 
caused the executive committee of 
the Kuomintang to accept the call- 
ing of a constitutional assembly 
once the war has been won. 

By this last move, the General- 
issimo-President accomplished sev- 
eral things. He not only solidified 
his hold on China by silencing his 
democratic critics within the 
country. He went farther: He 
made it very difficult for the 
Chinese Communists, after the 
war, to maintain their claim to 
be considered a separate govern- 
ment. He refuted in advance the 
Moscow cHarge that the ,ruling 
Kuomintang flouts the will of the 
Chinese people. 

Finally—and most important— 
he removed the American and 
British objection to having an un- 
democratic China as a permanent 
postwar ally. Neither Chiang Kai- 
shek nor his gifted foreign min- 
ister, Dr. T. V. Soong, have ever 
hidden their hope that China 
smuld become one of the big 
four of the coming alliance to 
maintain the peace, The Chinese 
leaders go further; they want the 
immediate setting up of a United 
Naticns’ organization that will 
eventually become universal, a 
league with teeth. To play its role 
adequately as the “pillar of the 
Orient,” China, they recognize, will 
need the economic, financial and 
even political help of other coun- 
tries. They would prefer this aid 
to come frimarily from the United 
States an¢d British commonwealth, 
rather then from Soviet Russia. 
To obtain it with the minimum of 
resistance, China’s leaders were 
willing to commit themselves to a 
free form of gevernment. It is now 
up to the Western democracies,

SOLDIER TURNS UP SAFE 


Rescued ‘by Miracle of God,’ 
Sgt. Uebel Writes Parents 
From Southwest. 


Sgt. Edward A. Uebel, an aerial 
photographer, who was _ reported 
missing in Japanese-held China 
since Aug. 24, has returned to his 
base “by a miracle of God and 
with the aid of friendly Chinese,” 
he wrote his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward J. Uebel, 8009 McGee ave- 
nue, Affton. 

Assigned to an observation mis- 
sion, the 27-year-old soldier’s air- 
plane apparently was forced down. 
He said he landed in Japanese ter- 
ritory “without a scratch.” Upon 
his return to his Southwest Pa- 
cific base, he cabled his parents 
that he was safe. Just 10 days be- 
fore they had received a War De- 
partment message that he was 
missing. The War Department 
confirmed his return. 

Sgt. Uebel was aided by friendly 
Chinese guerrillas. “It was the 
biggest adventure of my life—so 
far,” he wrote. “This proves you 
can’t believe all you hear. I’m sorry 
I gave you a scare, but there was 
nothing I could do about it. It 
worried me plenty. Now that it is 
nothing but a bad dream, I’m sorry 
I can’t go into detail and tell all 
that has happened. I owe the 
Chinese people a debt I know I 
shall never be able to repay. That 
I got out without a scratch is a 
miracle.” 

Sgt. Uebel was employed here 
for the Woodward & Tiernan Print- 
ing Co. before he was drafted 
June 14, 1942.

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COOLEST SEPTEMBE 
MERE IN NINE YEARS 


Average Temperature 3.1 De- 
grees Below Normal—Ranged 
From 48 to 90. 


Last month was the coolest Sep- 
tember St. Louis has had in nine 
years, with slightly less rain than 
average, Meteorologist Harry F. 
Wahigren of the Weather Bureau 
reported today in his monthly 
summary of climatic conditions. 

The average temperature of the 
month was 67.4 degrees, which is 
3.1 below normal. The mercury 
ranged from a low reading of 48 
degrees to a high of 90 during the 
30 days, giving a lower average 
than any September since 1934, 
when the mean was 66.6 degrees. 
The coolest September on record 
here was in 1868, when the aver- 
age temperature was 63.2 degrees. 
Last year’s September average 
was 69.7 degrees. 

Total rainfall for the month 
was 2.40 inches, which is 1.06 be- 
low the normal, but more than 
fell during September a year ago, 
when only 1.99 inches was record- 
ed. The heaviest rain of the 
month was Sept. 12 and 13, when 
1.95 inches fell in 24 hours. 

No frost was recorded at the 
weather office, but light frosts 
were reported in various sections 
of the city and county in low 
This is in contrast with 
September, 1942, when the earliest 
killing frost on record and a tem- 
perature of 36 degrees came on 
the twenty-eighth. 

The month was divided evenly 
as to sunshine and cloudiness. Ten 
days were clear; 10 partly cloudy 
and 10 cloudy. There were five 
thunderstorms and one dense fog, 
but no thick smoke. 

The sun shone 63 per cent of the 
daylight hours, while the average 
sunshine for September is 66 per 
cent.

companied by newspaper men. A 
few hours later, shortly after noon, 
American infantrymen from the 
outfit that landed in Italy shortly 
after the zero hour three weeks 
ago came pouring into the town 
. With tanks, cannon and enough 
other impediments to hold the 
piace. 


Naples Just a Shell. 


Naples is just a shell of the 
lively, noisy city it used to be. 
Roughly speaking, half of the 
large buildings seem to be in 
ruins either from Allied bombs 
or German demolitions. We had 
already blown up industrial and 
port areas. Before they pulled 
stakes, the Germans dynamited 
several hotels and public buildings 
‘and shot five Italian carabinieri 
outside the prefecture. It ap- 
pears, however, that there have 
not been any mass executions of 
the population by the Germans, 
as had been rumored. 

Shortly after dawn Friday we had 
stood on a tower top in Pompeii 
watching our guns shelling tar- 
gets only a mile or two away, to 
the east of Mount Vesuvius. Early 
reports said that the Germans 
were holding there and to the 
north along the coast just short 
of Torre del Greco. Then we met 
Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark in Pom- 
peii's public square and he had 
news that the Germans were with- 
drawing along the coast. 

And so we sailed right into 
Naples at an average of 25 miles 
an hour over a road where you 
could. not make 25 yards an hour 
yesterday afternoon. 

At Torre del Greco we met a 
British express rider who had been 
in the city. We passed through 
Herculaneum and Portici, swarm- 
ing suburb south of Naples, while 
crowds cheered and tossed flowers 
at us. 

At the city’s edge, we met groups 
of youngsters and roughly garbed 
soldiers, all armed with rifles. 
They explained they had been 
fighting the Germans and Fascists. 
It did not take much questioning 
to discover that most of them were 
just young hoodlums out for the 
fun, 

We drove up Corso Garibaldi, 
through lanes of ruined buildings, 
without seeing more than 12 
people. At the station square we 
met more irregulars, who told us 
that there were snipers in the 
neighborhood. On the Corso Um- 
berto, which we remembered as 
a great thoroughfare jammed with 
taxis and carriages, we saw 50 or 
60 dirty, disheveled people, who 
emerged from alleyways to greet 
us. 

We were the first people in 
uniform to pass that way and 
they mistook us for the Allied 
spearhead. We had trouble push- 
ing them off our jeep. 

At the Piazza del Municipio, on 
the waterfront and overshadowed 
by the imposing if useless Fortress 
of Castel Nuovo, we met our force 
of occupation—two British ar- 
mored cars and one jeep. The 
small throng which had gathered 
around this great display of power 
consisted largely of street ladies 
and professional postcard salesmen 
intermingled with a few Italian 
officers anxious to help, explain- 
ing that the Germans had eight 
armored cars at Capo di Monte, 
just up on the hill to the north. 
We were beginning to worry about 
this situation when we had some- 
thing else to worry about. 

Down from the heavens, there 
suddenly pounced a squadron of 
Messerschmitt 109 fighter-bomb- 
ers. John O'Reilly of the New 
York Herald Tribune was specu- 
lating on whether or not they were 
our own A-36s when we saw their 
bombs tumbling down toward us 
and took to cover. 

This highly delicate position was 
corrected shortly after noon when 
our troops, guns and tanks came 
pouring into the town. 

This took care of any danger 
from the Germans on Capo di 
Monte or elsewhere and settled 
the hash of the local guttersnipers 
who stopped playing about with 
their rifles and came in demurely 
to surrender them. 


General at Mass. 

Sunday an American Major Gen- 
eral, his staff and members of the 
Allied Military Government attend- 
ed low pontifical mass in the Ca- 
thedral of San Gennaro in honor 
of Gen. Clark and the Fifth Army 

which he commands. Cardinal As- 
calesi, Archbishop of Naples, was 
present as Bishop Denscola, Vicar- 
General of Naples, celebrated mass. 
Thus the Allied army received the 
full blessing of the Catholic Church 
in the first’ great city occupied 
since the capitulation of the Fas- 
cist regime. It made a strong im- 
pression and was fully in accord 
with the feelings of the local popu- 
lation. 

With Naples in our hands, we 
have a port which will be of im- 
mediate use in landing supplies 
and eventually may be repaired 
sufficiently to allow a tremendous 
flood of shipping. We also gain 
possession of a number of valuable 
all-weather airdromes which, to- 
gether with those at Foggia, make 
it possible for us to operate all 
types of planes against Northern 
Italy, the Balkans and Southern 
Germany. 

The Germans, presumably, plan 
to make a firm stand at Volturno 
River and other points on the way 
back toward Germany proper but 
from today on the pace of our ad- 
vance should become increasingly 
rapid. Nothing but the most tem- 
porary kind of German delaying 
action should be possible between 
now and the time we reach the Po 
line and with audacity we should 
make any such action disastrous. 
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WINNER OF NOBEL PRIZE 
REPORTED AMONG DANISH 
REFUGEES REACHING SWEDEN 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 4 (AP), 

REPORT received here 
A yesterday from Malmo, 

southern Sweden, said Dr, 
Nielss H. D. Bohr, Danish 
physicist and Nobel prize win- 
ner in physics in 1922, was 
among the refugees to reach 
Sweden from German-occupied 
Denmark, 

No details of his flight from 
Denmark were available. 

Appointed a member of the 
faculty of the University of 
Copenhagen in 1916, he was 
largely responsible for the es- 
tablishment of an institute for | 
theoretical physics at the uni- 
versity, which became one of 
the great intellectual centers of 
Europe. 

His fame as a physicist rests 
largely on his theoretical work 
in the field of atomic struc- 
ture.

a German order which decreed 
death for Jews caught in attempts 
to flee the country. 

The Swedish Government pre- 
dicted in a formal note to the Ger- 
man Foreign Office in Berlin that 
“serious repercussions” would be 
felt in Sweden, and feeling ran 
high, especially in Southern Swe- 
den which once was a part of Den- 
mark, 

The Swedish Government’s offer 
to accept the deportees did not in- 
clude 2000 Jews who fled Ger- 
many, Austria and other countries 
and obtained refuge in Denmark 
early in the war, 


Swedish Press Reaction. 

The Swedish press acclaimed the 
Government’s latest move to aid 
the Jews in Denmark but the 
newspaper Social-Demokraten, or- 
gan of the dominant Government 
party, said “all our humanitarian 
efforts are killgd by the sadistic 
methods of the other side (Ger- 
man) who use every opportunity 
to destroy the Jewish race.” 
Svenska Dagbladet echoed the 
Government’s warning, saying that 
the purge would have “crucial 
consequences” in Sweden, while 
the Stockholms-Tidningen predict- 
ed the Nazis would continue to 
fail in their efforts to break Dan- 
ish resistance. 

Dazens Nyheter said Denmark 
would no longer be a “rest sta- 
tion for German soldiers” and 
sounded the keynote of the Swed- 
ish viewpoint with the statement: 
“It is impossible to separate the 
S ews from Danish cultural tradi- 

ons.” 


Sven Hedin’s Comment. 

Even Sven Hedin, prominent 

Swedish explorer noted for his pro- 
German sympathies, told the So- 
cial-Demokraten in an interview 
that “I think it (the purge) is de- 
plorable.” 
The Danish news service report- 
ed Saturday night that at least 
1600 Danish Jews had been 
rounded up so far by the Ger- 
mans, 

The purge of the Jews gave the 
Germans a scapegoat to blame for 
failure to control, even with a 
military dictatorship, the wide- 
spread sabotage and passive re- 
sistance by the Danes,

And I did a last quick housecleaning after the labor 
pains started, for I knew I'd be down in bed for 10 days, orice 
I gave up. My first labor lasted from 4a. m.to7a.m. With 
the second one I had few severe pains. In fact, this baby was 
born before the obstetrician arrived, and so was my third 
child. My last labor was the shortest, being only two hours. 
The pain was pretty sharp but I soon forgot it in my joy over 
having such fine babies. Maybe I have had unusual success 
in bearing babies, but I think it is partly due to a woman’s

MARTHA’S CASE is not the rule, I will admit, for the 
average duration of labor. with a first baby is approximately 
18 hours. It may drop to 12 hours for the second childbirth. 
The first pains are not so. severe, being much like menstrual 
cramps. But the later pains are quite intense, though a 
thoroughbred woman can often go through childbirth with an 
unusual amount of stoicism. A woman is entitled to groan or 
cry out during the height of her pains, but she is not entitled 
to scream and scratch and act like a spoiled child during the 
lulls between pains.

And some cannot 
go through a normal delivery, so they must undergo a Caesarian 
operation. But even if the latter is necessary, a@ Woman can 
safely have two or three youngsters. A woman is often some- 
what melancholy during pregnancy, especially if she is alone a 
great deal, or dreads the change in her previously sylphlike 
figure. Some girls are even secretly jealous of their unborn 
infants. But the average woman who is busy around the house 
and reasonably athletic, usually has an easier labor.

Turn into a 
mixing bowl; stir in cornmeal, Beat 
the eggs lightly, add milk and fat; 
quickly stir mixture into dry in- 
gredients. Turn batter'into 12 large, 
greased muffin pans. Bake in a hot 
oven, 450 degrees F., 18-20 minutes.

Getting the 
Most Tricks 
On Defense

HE only way to get the maxi- 
mum number of tricks on de- 
fense is to credit partner with 
imagination and understanding.

West correctly started with one 
heart so that he would comfortably 
be able to’ bid two diamonds over 
the one spade, one no trump, or 
two club response that might come 
from East. Incidentally, East’s free 
raise to two hearts was a stretch. 

The diamond king was the open- 
ing lead and East, properly anx- 
ious to overruff dummy in dia+ 
monds, gave an emphatic come-on 
signal with the diamond queen. 
West then cashed the diamond ace 
and led a third round. Declarer 
saw that it would be hopeless to 
ruff this in dummy—East could 
unquestionably overruff—hence he 
chose to discard a heart from 
dummy. West duly ruffed, but 
his return cost his side a precious 
trick. He led back his lowest 
heart. West captured South’s 
queen with the ace, but was now 
in the unfortunate position of need- 
ing to make two plays at one trick, 
i. e, a heart, and a diamond for 
East to ruff. The mechanics and 
laws of bridge not permitting this 
feat, the best West could do was 
lead a fourth diamond. The last 
heart was promptly discarded from 
dummy and, although East got in 
another ruff, declarer had salvaged 
one of his heart losers. West, of 
course, had to be given his spade 
king but this was only the sixth 
trick for his side and the 300 point 
penalty was not adequate compen- 
sation for the game that could 
have been made at four hearts. 


East explained that he had been 
afraid to lay down the heart king 
(after ruffing the’first diamond) 
because West might have held a 
five card heart suit and, in that 
case a second heart lead .would be 
ruffed by declarer. This would 
prevent West from gaining the 
lead to give East another diamond 
ruff. West, however, had an ex- 
cellent answer to this argument. 
“Couldn’t you trust me to protect 
myself? If you had properly led 
the heart king, and I had had five 
hearts, I would have overtaken 
with the ace, because your bidding 
clearly indicated four hearts and I 
could count that we could only 
make one heart trick.” 

Obviously, if East had led the 
heart king and then. a low heart, 
the contract would have been de- 
feated one more trick, for an ex- 
cellent match point score.

Woman Mail Carrier Has Battled ‘the Oklahoma Elements for 25 Years.

SAYRE, Okla., Oct. 3. 

OWN the road there’s a flurry 
De red clay dust, and at the 

ranch houses out east of town 
they say “Here comes Mrs. Inman 
with the mail.” They set their 
clocks, for Mrs. Inman is always 
on time, and the, mother or one 
of the children hurries to the mail 
box at the side of the road. Then, 
as the rural carrier comes to a 
stop it’s “Good morning, Mrs, In- 
man, how are you today?” The 
carrier says she is feeling fine (for 
she never complains) and there is 
a little visit, with the news of the 
day given and received, Sometimes 
it is quite important news, as it 
was Monday of last week, when 
little Irene Cruze stood at the 
Cruze box, excited and eager to tell 
what had happened at their house 
since the carrier passed that way 
Saturday morning. 

“Mrs. Inman,” she cried, before 
the car had fairly stopped, “did 
you know I've got a new baby 
brother?” Mrs, Inman said no, she 
hadn't heard, and wasr?’t that fine. 
“Yessum,” said Irene, “he came 
Sunday morning,” and she added 
that in her opinion he was about 
the finest boy baby that ever was 
born. She received the mail from 
Mrs. Inman and scurried back 
home, 

Mrs. Inman, smiling tenderly, 
drove on, and if she deemed it part 
of her duty to spread the news 
along the route it was no more 
than was expected by her patrons. 
Back in town she lost no time buy- 
ing a gift for the new baby, to be 
taken along the next morning.

OR 25 years, come Nov. i1, 

Mrs. Essie Inman has been 

carrying the mail and scat- 
tering cheer on routes around 
Sayre on the Oklahoma plain. 
She is one of the three women 
who carry the rural mail in 
Oklahoma, and was the first, 
and is one of the very few in the 
United States. It started in 1918 
when her husband, Otho Roy, was 
over fighting in France. She 
wanted to do something to support 
herself and the baby that would be 
coming in midwinter. She had 
been working at the courthouse 
when a rural route vacancy oc- 
curred. M. D. Self, who carried a 
route, mentioned it to her and sug- 
gested that she try for the ap- 
pointment. At first she wasn’t much 
interested, She had never heard 
of a lady mail carrier and had her 
doubts. “Come with me on my

route,” Self urged, “and see if you 
don’t like it.” She went along and 
saw how happy it made the lonely 
farmers’ families when the mail 
man came and left something in 
their boxes. She hadn’t thought 
of it in that way. 

She made application and took 
the examination and came out at 
the head of the class of seven and 
received the appointment. On the 
day that the armistice was signed 
she began carrying the mail. Her 
first route was 24 miles, over wind- 
ing, rutted, red clay strips worn by 
wagon wheels through the sage 
brush and mesquite grass. Her 
rolling stock was a one-horse 
wagon. It was an all-day trip six 
days a week. She made it in all 
kinds of weather. Her protection 
was a .410 shotgun which she 
never needed for that purpose, but 
it came handy for shooting quail 
and other game, more plentiful 
then than now. : 

She had to cross the North Fork 
of Red River, a wide waste of sand 
in. dry seasons, but a sprawling 
flood after heavy rains. Once, in 
1924, after she began using an 
automobile, she tried to make the 
crossing when the: river was at 
flood. It was an incautious thing 
to do, but the mail had to go 
through. In midstream her car 
bogged down. Help came quickly 
as it always did when she was in 
trouble, for the farmers kept watch 
over her. 
out but she was on the opposite 
shore from home. She left it there 


Her car was dragged 


and walked the long railroad 
bridge a mile west of Sayre. The 
next day she walked the bridge 
again, carrying her mail pouch, 
and made her deliveries on that 
side while she waited for the water 


to go down,

T was when Mrs. Inman still 

used the horse and wagon that 

she had most of her road 
troubles. Her mare was in some 
way unpredictable. For one 
thing she was allergic to sheep. 
It was all right as long as they 
kept their distance, but when they 
came close Dobbin was seized with 
something like a panic. Once 
she ran away and upset the 
wagon and Mrs. Inman had to 
wait until somebody came along 
to right it. The mare also indulged 
a distaste for locomotives. One day 
she stampeded at the approach of 
a switch engine and high-tailed 
home. As she turned into the yard 
she stumbled and fell and Mrs. 
Inman was thrown out, suffering 
bruises and cuts. Another time it 
was a cyclone that struck her 
wagon, overturning it and spilling 
her and the mail. 

Only once has she had a serious 
accident while driving a car. In 
1940 she topped a rise at a good 
clip and found the road blocked 
by a herd of calves. She slammed 
on the brakes and the car turned 
over three times, but she was not 
seriously hurt. She has used up 
17 cars and the one she is driving 
now is three years old, She has 
only seven miles of paved roads. 


The rest are clay and sand. She 
uses mud tires with heavy treads 
and carries chains which she 
sometimes has to put on, for the 
red clay is plenty slick after a 
rain. 

When Otho Inman came back 
from the war, finding himself the 
husband of a rural carrier and the 
father of a baby boy, he was for 
having his wife give up her job 
and stay at home, but by that time 
Mrs. Inman liked her job so well 
that she insisted on keeping it. 
Mostly the reason was that she had 
made friends of the hundred fami- 
lies on her route and they wanted 
her to stay on.

n her present route of 39 miles 
() tnere are 101 boxes, through 
which 142 families, 425 patrons, 
are served in the Doxey, Prairie- 
view, Merritt and Kempton com- 
munities. 

A stranger who drives over Mrs. 
Inman's route finds at the mail 
boxes tokens of the affection that 
the people feel for her and their 
gratitude for her faithful service 
to them, It may be a watermelon 
or a pumpkin, a basket of vege- 
tables or fruit, each in its season, 
a piece of meat at butchering- 
time, or home-canned food in the 
winter time. When Mrs. Inman, 
coming by, finds something at a 
box she knows it is for her and 
accepts it with the gratitude that 
the donors take for granted. In 
her turn she is happy to do chores 
in town for all who ask, saving 
them trips for which they do not 
have the time, 

At the yule season every mail 
box is a Christmas tree and in 
every box Mrs. Inman places a 
gift or a card of good wishes. 

Besides her son, who is in the 
Navy and hag been overseas for 15 
months, Mrs. Inman has a daugh- 
ter, who might almost be said to 
have come by rural mail, for the 
mother carried the mail on a day 
in January, 1923, and gave birth to 
the baby that night. Nineteen days 
later she was back on the job. The 
daughter is now Mrs, Edward Riley 
of Oklahoma City and has a 
daughter of her own, which makes 
Mrs. Inman a grandmother, though 
you wouldn’t think it to look at 
her. If she were old enough she 
would be eligible for retirement on 
a pension next month, but under 
the regulations she will have to 
work 10 more years before she can 
take her well-earned ease. 

Even then she will be sorry to 
quit, for she will miss the “Good 
morning, Mrs. Inman, how are you 
today” at the mail boxes and the 
joy that she has known in carrying 
longed-for letters to lonely ones 
along her route. 


My Day -o-

HYDE PARK, Sunday. 

AM now concluding my recol- 
J iections of my trip to the South 

Pacific. I am sorry I have not 
been able to identify all of the 
islands that I visited, many of 
them s0 very small that they look, 
even on a huge map, like pin 
points. The identity of these 
islands is kept secret for security 
reasons, but I tried to visit every 
spot where our soldiers were sta- 
tioned, 

My first impression of the Pa- 
cific Ocean was that it was a 
wonderful blue, with, near the 
shore, bits of water like a dark 
green emerald. The first islands 
I saw had fairly high mountains, 
green fields, and dazzling white 
beaches. Here and there the shores 
were rocky with water swirling 
over. them and brown sea weed 
which reminded me of the coast 
of Maine. Little white clouds 
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floated around us in our airplane, 
but did not obscure our view of 
the ocean. 

The world is a small place or, 
at least, the U. S. A, is. One boy 
who was on our plane for a little 
while, told me he came from 
Oklahoma and remembered my 
coming to speak at a college near 
his home when he was in high 
school. Since then, he was a pilot 
for Braniff Aj$rlines, until he 
joined the Army. He says he has 
seen a good bit of the world but 
not all of it. He evidently means 
to keep right on till he does. 

Another youngster came from 
Yonkers, and went to Colgate, 
and said he had often passed 
through Hyde Park on his way 
back to school, Somehow, when 
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you are away from home and meet 
someone who knows your part of 
the country, you feel you know 
them right off and talk flows 
easily. 

On the first island visited, we 
ate breakfast under a thick green 
bower and I was struck with the 
brilliant color of the flowers. The 
houses seemed close to the ground 
and almost a part of the outdoors. 
Birds were plentiful and unafraid. 
I had never been given a whole 
pineapple before, and when the top 
was removed it was full of a 
variety of cut up fruits. I en- 
joyed it and felt very extravagant 
and could not help thinking what 
such a profusion of fruit would 
mean to anyone in Great Britain 
today, or for that matter in any 
of the northern or central coun- 
tries of Europe. 

When I first saw one of the 
islands which our men now occupy, 
I confess I felt that a fair-sized 
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wave would wash over it with 
great ease. From the air it is 
impossible to realize what you will 
find on the ground. Once landed, 
I found that the island contained 
several lagoons of various size and 
color, Some are a deep green, 
some a lighter green, some_ red 
The men may swim in the lagoons, 
but not outside, since there are 
treacherous ocean currents. There 
is much routine work for the men 
to do. For free time the most ex- 
citing sport is fishing, and this is 
real fishing for big fish, the kind 
my husband enjoys. They need 
more heavy fishing gear, so if you 
have any you are not using, get in 
touch with the Red Cross and let 
them have it for use out there. 
The men want most I was told, “a 
chance to go home on leave, let- 
ters from home, good movies, 
music, news, sports.” 
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Ideal Feet 
Are Scarce

SUPPOSE if the Surgeon-Gen- 
| eral of the Army were to be 

asked what kind of recruits he 
could most wish for, he might very 
well answer, “Those with good 
strong feet.".,Of course, he wants 
other featurS, too—good eyes and 
ears and sound lungs and minds, 
-but after getting into training 
more soldiers probably are disabled 
for foot trouble than any one thing. 
If you hear your boy or your pal 
in the Army has been hospitalized, 
the chances are that it is not as 
likely to be something fatal as that 
he is being treated for foot trouble. 


If one were to look for actual 
examples of the ideal human foot, 
there are very few places on the 
earth’s surface where he could go 
and be certain of finding them. 

In the “Hall of Races of Man- 
kind” in the Field Museum of 
Natural History in Chicago are 
bronze models of the feet of an 
Hawalian surf rider, of a Chinese 
coolie, and of a Tamil tree climber, 
and these indicate some of those 
few places. 
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THE HAWAITIIAN’S foot is mus- 
cular, but not very heavy, making 
it ideal for swimming. The Chi- 
nese coolie’s foot is broad, heavy 
and of great strength, showing 
power and endurance. It rests on 
the ground like a great, solid ped- 
estal. The tree-climber’s foot, 
while strong, has special adapta- 
tions, the big toe being almost pre- 
hensile.

With all these contrivances and 
the different movements and 
strains the foot undergoes in 
walking and standing, it is no 
wonder, as I say, that the foot 
often gets out of whack. ~ This 
tendency is certainly aggravated 
by many forms of footwear. We
